The  Asian  Studies  journal  he 
edited  will  go  on  sale  today,  but 
Roger  Anderson  Brown,  a BYU 
Asian  Studies  senior  from  Bounti- 
ful, Utah,  will  not  be  on  campus. 

Roger  Brown  died  Apr.  8 in  an 
automobile  accident  in  the  state  of 
Washington. 

Since  Roger’s  death,  his  par- 
ents have  been  attempting  to  con- 
tact an  unknown  coed  who  tele- 
phoned Roger  one  day.  two 
months  ago,  saying  that  she  had 
found  a private  diary  he  had  mis- 
placed. 

Roger  was  not  able  to  meet  her 
before  his  death. 

RED  DATEBOOK 

The  diary,  a red  datebook  writ- 
ten in  Far  Eastern  languages, 
was  the  last  kept  by  Roger. 

It  may  be  returned  by  call- 
ing 375-1555,  or  by  leaving  it  at 
274  N.  500  E.  irlO,  Provo,  or  by 
sending  it  to  Dr.  Roger  A.  Brown 
in  Bountiful,  Utah. 

A research  assistant  to  Dr.  Paul 
V.  Hyer,  professor  of  history  and 
Asian  studies,  Roger  had  written 
articles  analyzing  tlie  languages 


and  customs  of  China's  border 
regions  and  Japan. 

He  served  a mission  to  Japan 
and  had  an  excellent  command  of 
that  language,  while  speaking 
Chinese  moderately  well. 

At  BYU  Roger  had  a 3.8  GPA 
and  had  completed  a four  year 
program  in  three  years.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Honors  Program. 

Roger’s  name  will  also  be  in- 
cluded on  this  year’s  graduating 
program.  He  will  receive  a de- 
gree posthumously  in  Asian  Stud- 
ies, having  minored  in  archeology.

Build,  Baby,  Build

BURN,  BABY,  BURN  — the  cry  of  angry,  frustrat* 
embittered  and  sadly,  all  too  often  misguided  “existors”' 
the  big  city  ghettos,  not  “dwellers”  or  “residents,”  becau 
in  these  wooden  and  concrete  jungles,  you  don’t  live  — yi 
exist. 

The  Kerner  Commission  investigation  disclosed  th 
two  and  one  half  million  black  people  — one-fifth  of  t! 
black  population  in  all  central  cities  — live  in  squalor  a] 
deprivation  in  ghetto  neighborhoods. 

For  too  many  years  we  have  ignored  the  existence 
these  people  and  their  conditions  — their  lack  of  prop 
educational,  recreational,  social,  health  and  employmient  o 
portunities. 

Oh,  we  know  they  are  there,  but  as  in  so  many  unplea 
ant  and  distasteful  situations,  we  remove  them  from  oi 
minds  and  at  the  same  time  erase  any  guilt  feelings  tl 
knowledge  of  them  may  cause. 

Yet  we  display  shock,  anger,  fear,  even  revulsion  win 
faced  with  the  reality  of  a small  group  of  the  existors  < 
these  physical,  emotional  and  psychological  prisons,  erup 
ing,  where  they  themselves  must  live. 

And  what  was  our  solution  to  this  problem? 

We  buy  arms  to  protect  our  homes;  riot  train  Ci 
Police,  State  Police,  National  Guard  and  the  AiTny;  pu 
chase  vast  amounts  of  rifles,  machineguns,  annored  vehicle 
and  anti-riot  gas  grenades  — a solution  severely  criticia  - 
by  the  Kerner  Commission. 


Many  Americans  feel  we  are  facing  a black  revolt.  Th 
is  the  greatest  hoax  ever  penretrated  among  the  America 
people.  There  are  over  22  million  black  people  in  this  cou 
try.  If  the  blacks  in  America  were  really  in  revolt  it  woul 
n’t  be  a riot ; it  would  be  a war. 


Dating  back  to  1965,  less  than  one-half  of  one  per  cei 
of  the  black  population  of  this  country  actually  took  part]; 
the  rioting. 

This  is  not  to  deny  the  fact  that  rioting  is  wrong, 
is  illegal,  immoral,  and  those  wiio  take  part  in  it  should  I 
apprehended,  tried  and  punished.  But  we  must  learn  to  di 
ferentiate  between  a black  RIOTER  and  a black  MAN. 

There  is  no  simple  solution  to  the  race  relations  proble: 
— no  syrup  taken  three  times  a day  after  each  meal  thj 
will  make  this  cancer  on  our  society,  this  deterrent  to  oi 
national  advancement  go  away. 

But  we  young  Americans,  black  and  white,  have  tl 
opportunity  — no,  the  duty  — in  this  election  year  to  tal 
the  lead  in  correcting  the  many  causes  of  these  problems.: 

Let  us  channel  the  energies  and  capabilities  of  thej 
people  into  the  mainstream  of  American  politics,  whe] 
they  can  be  used  to  help  correct  the  problems  we  face  toda; 

Working  together  we  can  turn  BURN,  BABY,  BUR' 
into  BUILD,  BABY,  BUILD.

Senators  Interview  Newspaper  Execs 


NEW  YORK  (UPI)-An  editor 
told  a senator  today  that  if  it  had 
not  been  for  the  news  media  the 
American  public  would  have  been 
in  the  dark  about  what  really  was 
happening  in  the  Vietnam  war. 

The  occasion  was  a “press  con- 
ference in  reverse”  in  which  two 
senators  tossed  questions  at  a 
panel  of  newspaper  executives  at 
the  82nd  annual  convention  of  the 
American  Newspaper  Publishers 
Association  (ANPA). 

Sen.  Stuart  Symington,  D-Mo., 
questioned  the  panel  about  the 
problems  of  what  to  publish  in 
time  of  cold  and  in  hot  war  in  the 


Volcano 

Erupts 


LEGASPI  CITY,  Philippines 
(UPI)— The  summit  of  Mount  Hay- 
on,  the  Philippines’  picture  post- 
card volcano,  glowed  red-hot  from 
molten  lava  Thursday  after  six 
more  eruptions. 

Lightning  crackled  over  the  tow- 
ering peak  during  the  last  explo- 
sion of  boiling  lava  and  red  sparks 
at  6:37  p.m.  5:37  a.m.  EST,  giv- 
ing observers  a spectacular  night- 
time display.  The  lava  bubbled 
down  the  southwest  slope  of  May- 
on  2,000  feet  from  the  summit  in 
three  rivers  of  flame,  the  Philip- 
pine volcanology  commission  said. 

The  cloud  from  the  eruption  bil- 
lowed several  thousand  feet  above 
sea  level. 

The  final  blast  was  the  most 
powerful  of  the  34  eruptions  that 
have  shaken  the  mountain  since 
it  awoke  from  a 21-year  sleep  Sun- 
day.

face  of  what  was  good  for  national 
security. 

Thomas  Vail,  publisher  and  edi- 
tor of  the  Cleveland  Plain  Dealer, 
replied  that  even  in  World  War  II 
there  had  been  many  sensitive 
areas  that  newspapers  were  blamed 
for  too  much  news  coverage  some- 
times, but  on  the  other  hand 
were  criticized  for  “protecting  the 
government.” 

“We  had  a terrible  time  in  Viet- 
nam,” Vail  continued.  “I  had  the 
feeling  that  without  the  news  media 
the  American  public  would  never 
have  known  what  was  going  on  in 
Vietnam. 

“There  was  a shocking  differ- 
ence between  what  the  govern- 
ment and  the  military  said  about 
Vietnam  and  what  our  reporters 
told  us.” 

Sen.  Everett  M.  Dirksen,  R-Ill., 
was  the  other  questioner  in  the 
last-day  session  of  the  convention. 
He  brought  up  the  coverage  of 
urban  riots  with  a query  whether 
there  had  been  “overemphasis  of 
those  things  that  smack  violence” 
and  on  some  statements  of  the 
more  fiery  leaders.

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The  Candidates  At  A Glance

Two  backers  of  Gov.  Nelson  A. 
Rockefeller  began  a barn-storming 
trip  into  the  Midwest  Republican 
heartland  today  seeking  to  drum 
up  grass  roots  support  they  hope 
will  persuade  him  to  declare  for 
the  presidential  nomination. 

One  of  the  two  is  former  Rep. 
William  E.  Miller,  R-N.Y.,  who 
ran  as  the  GOP  vice  presidential 
nominee  in  Barry  Goldwater’s  1964 
campaign.  Traveling  with  Miller 
was  Sen.  Thruston  B.  Morton,  R- 
Ky.,  who  has  backed  Rockefeller 
consistently. 

Miller  told  a news  conference 
before  leaving  Washington  he 
thought  Goldwater  would  give  his 
support  to  Rockefeller  if  the  New 
York  governor  won  the  nomination. 

GRASS  ROOTS  EFFORT 
Morton  predicted  Rockefeller 
would  declare  his  candidacy,  pos- 
sibly in  about  a month  when  the 


grass  roots  effort  convinces  him  of 
popular  voter  support. 

“I  wouldn’t  be  making  this  barn- 
storming tour  if  I didn’t  think  I 
had  a candidate,”  the  former  Rep- 
ublican national  chairman  told 
newsmen. 

The  first  stop  for  Morton  and 
Miller  was  Minneapolis.  From 
there  they  will  travel  to  Des  Moi- 
nes, Chicago,  St.  Louis,  Topeka 
and  Detroit.

McCarthy— Sen.  Eugene  McCar- 
thy, fresh  from  a note-worthy  vote- 
getting performance  in  the  Pennsyl- 
vania primary,  swung  back  to  In- 
diana expressing  optimism  he  can 
win  the  crucial  primary  test  in 
that  state  May  7 against  Sen.  Ro- 
bert F.  Kennedy  and  Gov.  Roger 
Branigin.
